Copenbagen, Denmark, Sept. 1.—Dr.,
Cook, an American explorer, resched
the north pole April 21, 1908, accords
Ing to & telegram just recelved at
the Colonial office here, The dis-
patch from Dr. Cook was received
from Lerwick, Shetland Islands.

Dr. Cook Is on board the Danish
steamer, Hens Egede, which pussed
Lerwick at noon today en routa to
Denmark. The telegram, announc-
ing Dr. Cook's achisvement, was
sent by 4 Greenland official on board
the steamer and reads as follows:

Text of Mesasage

“Wea have on board an  American
traveler, Dr. Cook, who reached the
morth pole April &1, . Dook
arrived al Upérnivik, (the northern
wostéDanish settlement in Greenland
oen an island off the pest coast) in
May, 1009, from Cape York (in the
porlthwest part of COreenland, on Daf-
fin Bay). The Bsquimaux of - Cape
York confirm Dr, Cook's story of ‘his
Journey."

Gratified With News.

Washington, Bo’pt. 1.—0Officials ot
the National Geographic soclety in
this clty are greatly elated over the
pews reporting the success of Dr.
Cook. Bome time ago It was feared
Cook had been lost on his daring
trip. Friends gave up hope of ever
hearing from him again, In fact, a
relief expedition had besn fitted out
and sent into the frowen norih In
bope of finding the explorer.

A Veteran Explorer,

For years Dr! Cook has glven atten-
tion to arctie exploration and in 1891-
2 was the chlef surgeon of the Peary
expedition. He started on his pres

sledges, dogs and arctio equipment al

and taken to his home In Wagon
Mound. It was quickly proved that
he was not g thief, but simply the
victim of eircumstances over which
he had wo control
Martines, previous to losing his
mind, was consldered u very bLright
man, he being & graduate of the
University of Michigan gt Anun Arbor,
a member of the New Mexioo bar, a
prominent sheep owner and interest-
ed in education matiers in his
home county and town.
